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Background – Why?
 ECOS (Environmental Council of States) and EPA 

Administrator – make the Exchange Network the 
preferred means of submitting data to EPA National 
Systems

 EPA National Computer Center:  Must migrate to new 
version of Oracle software – old version no longer 
supported. (Drives schedule)
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What is changing?
 Submit a file without logging into AQS

 New CDX website Exchange Network Services Center 
(ENSC) & new EN user ID (email address)

 Files submitted to ENSC or EN Node will be 
automatically processed by AQS

 Stat/CR is now part of Load

 New AQS batch form

 Processing done by file, not by screening group

 Reports are auto-generated and consolidated

 Records inserted in Correct forms will have file name 
like ONLINE-user-nnnnn.  (e.g. ONLINE-RCG-12345)
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Other Changes
 Security Profile in AQS has a new field for EN User ID

 Exchange Network nodes are allowed to “download” 
the submission log and reports

 New AQS URL:  https://aqs.epa.gov/aqs/

 Old AQS URL kept during migration, then retired 
(June 2012)

 ENSC: User enters File name (zipped), AQS Access 
information, and Processing Options

 Automatic:  File is submitted by ENSC to AQS with 
user information

o User monitors status & records processed

Batch Form Fields
 Submission Date:  Date-time file received by AQS
 File Name:  Name of file uploaded by user
 User Name:  User who last processed file in AQS
 Records In File:  Count of transactions received by AQS
 Process Status:  Last process executed and its status
 Date that last process executed 
 Records Loaded:  Successfully loaded transactions
 Recs Failing to Load:  Number of transactions with errors.
 Stat/CR Finding Count:  Number of Statistical results + 

number of Critical Review results
 Records to Post:  Count of Raw Data records ready to post
 Skipped Monitors:  Number of monitors being modified by 

another user
 Records Posted:  Count of Raw Data transactions posted to 

production
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Batch Form Notes
 Each row on form shows processing status of single file (trace 

processing left-to-right)

 Blank columns mean either process has not been run yet or not 
appropriate to data (e.g. Post not valid for some transactions)

 Load button will run both old Load and Stat/CR

 Post button will run Load, Stat/Cr, and Post

 All reports created when processing job executes  their results 
will be available for 15 days

 Count columns are cumulative:  i.e. if 10 records are processed 
successfully the first time load is run for file and 10 the second 
time, then Recs Loaded will be 20

 Records created in “Correct” forms will show up with filename of 
“ONLINE_”+user+number

 Warning:  While reports are running, no indication on form.  Do 
not click Load or Post button until prior submission complete 
(Look at email or user log to check!)

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What is not changing?

 AQS will continue to accept all current data formats:

 Delimited transactions

 XML files

 Card-image transactions (for limited time)

 AQS will continue to have the same functionality and 
same purpose
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AQS setup needed to use EN
 New Exchange Network user ID
 AQS Team will register you

 Your EN user ID will be the email address on file in AQS

 Check your AQS Security profile – will show
 Email address in AQS

 Exchange Network user ID  (**NEW**)

 What EN user ID should be in your AQS Security Profile?
 If you submit files using ESNC, then default is ok.
 EN user ID = your EN user ID (ie, your email address.)

 If you submit files using an EN Node, then change it.
 Make EN user ID = your Agency Node Administrator’s EN user ID.
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Where do we go from here?

 March 2012 – AQS Team to migrate EPA Regional 
Office and Headquarters users to new interface

 April to May 2012 – AQS Team to migrate groups of 
users to new interface

 End of May 2012* – Migration complete

 June 2012* – Sunset date for old AQS interface and old 
servers
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Known Issues (as of 5/02/2012)
 The Scan Report was not ported to the new 

environment.  Instead, the Critical Review Raw Data 
report is run after Stat/CR.  We are evaluating adding 
the Scan Report again.

 The Standard Reporting and Batch environments 
cannot presently detect report failures; they are 
indicated by a blank report. 

 If a Batch report fails (e.g. Load Report) there is no 
mechanism to request that it be re-run.  We expect to 
add this capability in June.

Common Usage Problems
 Submission Error:  Access Denied

 Most likely cause is EN User-ID on AQS user profile does not 
match submitting EN user.  

 Fix:  Update AQS profile (Admin/Security menu pick)

 Submission Error:  Invalid Screening Group

 Cause:  User is not assigned to selected screening group

 Fix:  Request agency contact for screening group to send 
authorization to AQSTeam

 File does not show up on AQS Batch form after extended 
time.

 Fix:  Call node helpdesk (888-890-1995) with Transaction-ID
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
